The Senate inched ahead Fri- 


day by rejecting, 46 to 29, a 
'motion by Sen. Wayne Morse, 
.D-Ore., to send the foreign aid 


l*measure back to the 
For- 


eign Relations Committee for 
'major surgery. 


"The fight has just started," 


Morse, a leader of the foreign 
aid revolt, said afterward. ' 


Dirksen, however, called Fri- 


day's vote a "pretty good test." 


He told newsmen the final bill 


•''will be reasonably close" to 
the compromise amendment he 
and Mansfield offered Thurs- 
day, when they proposed a $385- 
millton reduction In the $4.2-bil-

Elsa Maxwell 
Dies Friday 
In New York

NEW YORK (AP) - Elsa 


Maxwell, the hostess to royalty 
whose humble beginning made 
hers the most unlikely modern- 
day climg to the top of the in- 
ternational social ladder, died 
Friday night at the age of 80. 


Miss Maxwell succumbed to 


a heart ailment in New York 
Hospital only a few days after 
she was taken there a semi- 
invalid. 
' 


Her death was noted by the 


millions from all walks of life 
who knew and loved her, and by 
her legions of critics who over 
the years of her reign as the 
world's greatest party-giver fell 
victim to her tart tongue. 


Almost to the end Miss Max- 


well lived her .life to the hilt, 
having made her last public 
appearance at the April in Par- 
is Ball in a Manhattan hotel 
only last week.

She wrote of her friends in 


the glistening social world in a 
gossipy newspaper column for 
the 'New York Journal-Ameri- 
can. 


Thus has ended a life dedicat- 


ed for many years to overcom- 
ing what Miss Maxwell found 
at the age of 12 to be the snob- 
bish restrictions of high society. 


She once was told that her 


family was top poor to warrant 
her being invited to a party in 
California. 


"I made up my mind I would 


give great parties all over the 
world," she later recalled—and 
she did. 


Soon after she cmmpleted her 


climb to the top rung of the 
social ladder, Miss Maxwell's 
attitude seemed to change from 
one of dedication to success to 
one of enjoyment of her rich 
surroundings. 


"Do good and have fun," was 


the way she once summed up 
her life. 


In her lifetime, Miss Maxwell 


hobnobbed with history-makers 
such as Adolf Hitler, Benito 
Mussolini, 
Winston Churchill, 


Charles de Gaulle, and. thou- 
sands of great but lesser figures 
of world prominence . 


She has no known relatives. 
The daughter of an insurance 


man, Miss Maxwell was born in 
Keokuk, Iowa, and moved with 
her family to San Francisco, 
where she grew up. 


She never was graduated 


from high school but underwent 
additional education from her 
father who had an aversion to 
schools. She served as a pianist 
in a nickleodeon, a vaudeville 
accompanist, parner in a Paris 
night club, consultant to a 
dressmaker and a nationally 
known lecturer. 


Her first party for royalty 


was given in 1921 with Princess 
Helena Victoria, a daughter of 
Queen Victoria of Great Brit- 
ain, as her honored guest. 


She admitted that her many 


friends high in the social world 
provided her with lavish estates 
and handsome limousines to 
abet her party-giving. 


Her regular income 
came 


from her daily newspaper col- 
umn and royalties from her 
books.

U.S. to Take 
Some Troops 
Out of Japan

TOKYO (AP) - The United 


States is considering withdraw- 
al of some military personnel 
from Japan as part of the Ken- 
nedy administration's drive to 
reduce dollar spending abroad. 


An informed U.S. source said 


talks are being held with Japa- 
nese defense officials on ways 
to reduce American military 
costs and also to streamline 
units to fit Washington's plans 
for a strategy based on mobile 
strike forces. 


However, the issue has be- 


come entangled in Japan's im- 
pending general election, and 
the source said no quick deci- 
sion is expected on whether the 
number of U.S. servicemen in 
Japan—now about 46,000—will 
be reduced drastically. 


Prime Minister Hayato Ike- 


da's Liberal-Democratic party, 
hoping to head off 'Socialist 
campaign .squrces of subservi- 
'iince to the. United :States, 'is 
quietly spreading word that a 
reduction is being negotiated. , 


A U.S. Embassy spokesman 


would say only that comment 
on possible reductcons would be 
"premature at this time." 


President 
Kennedy at his 


news conference Thursday said 
about 1,000 men might be with- 
drawn from South Viet' Nam 
and that judgment on other 
units in the Far East will be 
"based on what the military 
correlation fo forces may be." 


Attention reportedly is con- 


centrated on air units charged 
with helping defend Japan and 
providing air cover for about 
50,000 U.S. troops stationed in 
South Korea. 


The U.S. Air Force has about 


26,000 men in Japan for this 
mission. 


About 6,500 Marines are sta- 


tioned in Japan, Their mission is 
to support the 3rd Marine Divi- 
sion stationed on Okinawa. 


Withdrawal of some tactical 


air units to Okinawa, 300 miles 
south of Japan, is deed likely 
by some military experts. 


The Navy has 7,800 man in 


Japan. Army Strength is about 
5,900 men, most of whom sup- 
port the Korea-based 8th Army. 


In addition to the effect on 


the U.S. balance of payments, 
many top American millitary 
men no longer consider Japan a 
stable base for U.S. operations. 


Even though Japan's defense 


primarily if in U.S. hands, pub- 
lic opinion yenerally opposes 
the presence of American forc- 
es.

Thursday as a hearing opened 
on efforts to enjoin officials 
from interfering with desegre- 
gation activities in this south- 
west Georgia city. 


The girl, Sallie Mae Durham, 


is among six young integration 
leaders jailed nearly t h r e e 
months ago during the demon- 
strations. More than 200 Ne- 
groes were arrested.

Castro Brags 
of Power for 
Revolutions 


HAVANA (AP)-Prime Mini- 


ster Fidel Castro taunted the 
United States Thursday night 
with being able to overthrow 
Latin - American "bourgeois" 
governments at will while he- 
ing unable to topple him- 


"The United States by lifting 


only one finger of its hand can 
overthrow any bourgeois gov- 
ernment in Latin America such 
as were overthrown — Frondizi, 
Ydigoras and Arosemena," Cas- 
tro said, referring to deposed 
Presidents Arturo Frondizi of 
Argentina, Miguel Ydigoras of 
Guatemala and Carlos Arose- 
mena of Ecuador. 


"But the United States has 


moved all its hands, fee, body 
and head against his Cuban 
prolearian regime without any 
results." Castro asserted. 


Casro addressed a mass ral- 


ly beside the National Palace 
to mark the proclamation of a 
new law confiscating all pack- 
ages — e x c e p t medicines — 
mailed from the United States 
and d e c r e e s ordering price 
hikes on meat, poultry, cigars 
and beer. 


The prime minister asked the 


crowd whether they approved 
the increases. 
They shouted 


back their approval.' 


Five Leaders 
Will Continue 
Rights Fight 


AMER1CUS, Ga. (AP)-Five 


Integration leaders plan to con- 
tinue working for civil rights 
now that they are free on bond 
under an unprecedented federal 
court order which struck down 
two Georgia laws. 


The> five spent nearly three 


months in jail in this south Geor- 
gia farming center before they 
were released 
Friday. They 


said they were not mistreated. 
•', John Perdew, 21, a white Har- 
vard University student from 
Denver, Colo., reported demon- 
strations will be resumed in 
Americus "if they're 
neces- 
sary." 


Others told of intentions to 


continue work in the Negro voter 
registration movement and in 
attempting to organize a Ne- 
gro farmers cooperative. 
• The three white men and two 
Negroes were freed in a 2-1 or- 
der by a three-judge panel. The 
court retained jurisdiction and 
recessed until after Dec 1. 


The ruling voided a 19th cen- 


tury insurrection law — which 
carried a maximum penalty of 
death—and an unlawful assem- 
bly statute. 


•If upheld, the order would set 


ifr precedent for civil rights 
demonstrators to go directly to 
federal court with complaints of 
excessive bond. 


•Another significant facet nf 


the order was injunctive re- 
straint against the prosecution 
of peace warrants, a legal 
weapon which ..as come into 
play recentlly in fighting inte- 
gration efforts. 


Released on bond of $2,500 in 


addition to Perdew were,'Don- 
ald Harris, 23, of New York: 
Ralph W. Allen, 22, of Melrose, 
Mass.; and Thomas McDaniel, 
19,'of Americus. Bond of $500 
was signed for Zev Aelony, 25, 
of Minneapolis. 


Released'on $500 bond each 


were three Americus Negroes, 
Saftie Mae'Durham, 14, and Ar- 
tis and Marvin Brown. The girl 
had been denied bail by juve- 
nile court authorities. The two 
men had'been in jail since Au- 
gust, charged with resisting ar- 
rest, disorderly conduct and 
failing to obey officers. 


The five leading integration 


workers—Perdew, Harris, Al- 
len, McDaniel and Aelony — 
were jailed at the height of 
street demonstrations which re- 
sulted in more than 200 arrests 
as Negroes sought to break seg- 
regation barriers.

sued an order for Wirges to ap- 
pear in court at 10 a.m. Satur- 
day to show why he should not 
be held in contempt of court for 
refusing to say wTio wrote the 
column in question. 


Wirges testified that he did not 


write the column but refused in 
depositions and again in court 
to say who did write it. He said 
he had criticized Scott in print 
but that none of the articles had 
accused Scott of any illegal ac- 
tivity.

The tax bill which has passed 


the House but not the Senate 
would start a chain of events 
from increasing consumer pur- 
chasing power to more invest- 
ment in industry to more jobs, 
he said. 


"There are plenty of un-met 


consumer needs," he said. 


Also at the IAPES meeting 


were Treasury Secretary Doug- 
las Dillon, who addressed the 
Arkansas Federal Tax Institute 
today in Little Rock; Rep. Wil- 
bur Mills of Arkansas; Gov. Or- 
val E. Faubus and Robert C. 
Goodwin, administrator of the 
Bureau of Employment Securi- 
ty. 


Wirtz emphasized the import- 


ance of education and technical 
training for youth in the face of 
increasing automation.

Russia to 
Comply But 
Protests

U N I T E D NATIONS, N.Y, 


(AP)—The Soviet Union is corn- 
playing under protest with a 
U.S. demand that it recall three 
members of its U.N. delegation, 
accused of taking part in a spy 
plot. 


The Russian trio was sched- 


uled to leave New York by 
plane tonight eu route to Mos- 
cow. A note from the U.S. dele- 
gation Wednesday had demand- 
ed their immediate departure. 


In a reply Thursday night to 


the U.S. note, the Soviet delega- 
tion denied that the htree men 
had taken part in an espionage 
conspiracy and protested that 
they had been arrested illegal- 
ly in an "organized police pro- 
vocation." 


The three are Gleb A. Pavlov, 


39, an attache in the mission; 
Yuri A. Romashin, 39, a third 
secretary, and Vladimir I. Ole- 
nev, 37, an employe of the mis- 
sion. All lived in New York 
City. 


The FBI arrested Pavlov and 


Romashin Tuesday night with 
Igor A. Ivanov, 33, of New York 
City, Russian chauffeur for the 
Soviet trading agency Amtorg. 
and John William Butenko, 38, 
an American, of Orange, N.J., 
who was control administrator 
for the International Electric 
Corp. of Paramus, N.J. 


The FBI said Butenk" had 


given P a v l o v and Ivanov a 
briefcase 
containing informa-

South Viet Nam's ambassa- 


dor to Thailand, Cap Thai Bao, 
said he had heard Saigon radio 
reporting the suicides but had 
no confirmation of the deaths. 
Similar reports reached Wash- 
ington. 


The deaths — if true — ap- 


peared to end the last resist- 
ance in a bloody 18-hour uprising 
followed by the installation of a 
principally 
Buddhist govern* 


ment of military and civilian 
leaders. 


There were only fragmentary 


details on the deaths of Diem 
and Nhu. Only the Vietnamese 
press was said to have been 
permitted to photograph the 
bodies.

A Saigon Radio broadcast 


said the brothers were taken 
into custody after a white flag 
was hoisted over the battle- 
scarred presidential palace. But 
they fled their captors and 
sought sanctuary in a church., 


They were recaptured—it was 


not disclosed how or where — 
and committed suicide, 
the 


broadcast said. 


The downfall of the autocratic 


ruling family followed a day- 
and-night siege of the presiden- 
tial palace. A 90-minute dawn 
tank and artillery attack preced- 
ed Diem's capitulation after 
eight years of rule.

; The leader of 'the coup was 
Gen. 
Doung Van Minh, 47, a 


Buddhist. A civilian and former 
vice president, Nguyen Ngoc v 
Tho, was named 
provisional 


president. As the ranking Bud- 
dhist in the Roman Catholic 
Diem government, he was a 
leader in the campaign to con- 
ciliate South Viet Nam's an- 
gered Buddhist majority. 


It was Diem's treatment of 


the Buddhists, capped by the 
government's August raids on 
pagodas and ensuing arrests, 
that marked the country's final 
disenchantment with him and 
his family. 


One of the first acts of the 


new government was to release 
political prisoners, students and 
Buddhist monks and nuns im- 
prisoned under Diem and Nhu. 


In Washington, U.S. officials 


reacted cautiously to the over- 
throw of the Diem government, 
with which the United States 
has had a running argument in 
recent months because cf the 
Buddhist crisis.

WASHINGTON (AP)-French 


President de Gaulle, almost 73 
now, said once: "Old age is a 
shipwreck." But, if the waters 
of time are lapping at his docks, 
he is still on the bridge, still a 
captain and very much a critic. 


The Kennedy administration's 


duel with him, compared with 
De Gaulle's ominous and blunt 
suspicions about American de- 
fense of Europe, has an almost 
delicate elegance in its pointed 
but restrained thrusts. 


Repeatedly the administra- 


tion has criticized him without 
naming him, as if still trying to 
be neighborly with the man next 
door who keeps honking his 
horn all night and building fires 
on the sidewalk.

But back of that were similar 


episodes. De Gaulle inflicted a 
brutal embarrassment on Pr'esf: 
ident Kennedy last Jan. 14 by 
holding a news conference — 
and this was hardly an accident 
—a few hours before Kennedy 
sent a highly optimistic mes- 
sage to Congress about this 
country's relations with its al- 
lies and the alliance itself. 


"How fares the Grand Alli- 


ance?" Kennedy asked. Then 
he , answered himself: "Free 
Europe is entering into a new 
phase of its long and brilliant 
history." 


But before Kennedy could get 


the words out De Gaulle, at his 
Paris meeting with the press, 
slammed the Common Market 
door in Britain's face, rejected 
this country's proposal for a 
multinational nuclear f o r c e 
among the NATO allies, and 
said France opposed a Common 
Market "under American lead- 
ership and domination." 


.On April 19 De Gaulle, shoot- 


ing another poisoned arrow, 
said France could not be sure 
of the intentions of its allies, 
much less of its enemies. 


To offset the kind of suspi- 


cions De Gaulle was trying to 
arouse about the United States, 
Kennedy at Frankfurt, West 
Germany, on June 25 pledged to 
risk the destruction of Ameri- 
can cities to preserve European 
freedom. 


Two days later, June 27, 


France's information minister, 
after newsmen were told he 
would give De Gaulle's reaction 
to Kennedy, warned 
Europe 


against trusting its security in- 
definitely to the United States. 


By this reasoning, of course, 


how could the other allies ever 
trust any promises De Gaulle 
made for France once De 
Gaulle was no longer presi- 
dent? 


But while doing all this talk- 


ing De Gaulle still had not as- 
signed to the NATO Alliance all 
the divisions France had prom- 
ised it years ago. For that mat- 
ter, no other country but the 
United States has 
kept 
its 


NATO promise. 


De Gaulle had another news 


conference July 29 and took an- 
other dig at this country by 
suggesting that in time of dan- 
ger from Russia the United 
States might not imperil itself 
by standing beside its allies. 


The De Gaulle belittling tech- 


nique was getting stronger. On 
Oct. 27 Secretary of State Deaji 
Rusk also went to Frankfurt 
and reassured the allies of 
American loyalty. And almost 
timidly, it was so oblique, he 
tojd them they were not putting 
in NATO all the divisions they 
bid promised. 


This could be interpreted as a 


slap at De Gaulle. Rusk didn't 
say it was. But Fulbright was 
direct.

But agreement 
ended there in a poll taken by 
The Associated Press. 


Some states and communities 


r e p o r t e d the unseasonably 
warm and dry spell ruined 
crops, stunted winter wardrobe^ 
sales, cut tourist travel to a low 
and chopped damagingly into 
hunting equipment sales. 


Yet, the poll showed that the 


same 
unseasonable 
circum- 


stances in other states and com- 
munities resulted in bumper 
crops, swelled sales in summer 
clothing, boosted fall travel to 
a high and delighted the sport- 
ing goods store operators with 
increased sales.

Except for a few instances,

VATICAN CITY (AP) - The 


Vatican 
Ecumenical 
Council 


voted today to encourage the 
use of modern art forms in 
Roman Catholic Church con- 
struction and decoration. 


But the document approved 


by the council warned against 
"some abstractions (in painting 
and sculpture) that are ex- 
ternally 
incomprehensible 
to 


Christian people and alien to 
their religious feeling." 


The document, final chapter 


in the council's schema on pub- 
lic w o r s h i p , also cautioned 
against excessive costliness in 
church construction and exces- 
sive decoration with statues and 
images. 


Council fathers voted 1,838 to 


9 to approve the chapter, which 
deals with sacred art and furn- 
ishings. Another M fathers ap- 
proved, but with reservations. 


With today's vote in St. Pet- 


er's Basilica, the council fathers 
all but completed work on th 
public worship, or liturgy 
schema. They still must vote on 
several amendments as a resuli 
of reservations expressed in 
votes earlier this month. But it 
appears Ukely they and Pope 
Paul VI will be able to promul- 
gate the schema, with its wide 
reforms in Catholic worship, at 
a plenary session before the 
council recesses Dec. 4. 


This would make the liturgy 


schema the council's first de- 
cree, and would give the greqn 
light for national bishops' coo-
